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Egg Bonus Will 
Aid Poultrymen 


A bonus of three cents a dozen is 
to be paid by the Dominion govern- 
ment on all grade “A” eggs shipped 
on present contracts to Britain, ac- 
cording to information received 
from the Alberta department of 
agriculture. 

The bonus is to be paid on “A” 
medium and “A” large eggs but not 
on “A” pullets as these are not 
shipped overseas. 

Although the bonus is only 
paid on export eggs, it will have 

the effect of raising the paying 
Prices to the producer on all 
gtade “A” medium and large eggs 
by three cents up to May. 31. This 
means that for export centres of 
Edmonton, Calgary and Leth- 
bridge grade “A” large eggs 
should not go below 26 cents up 
to the end of February and 23 
cents for March, April and May. 
Grade “A” medium eggs are one 
cent a dosen below grade “A” 
large eggs. 

While the 1941 export contracts 
allowed 40 per cent. grade ‘B" eggs, 
the present contract, calling for 
1,000,000 cases by May 31, allows for |

Similarly, he did not disclose the 
“ports of embarkation, dates of 
sailing or other details” of the troop 
movements from the United States. 


It was the first known movement 
of American troops as such to Eur- 
ope during the current war, al- 
though some technicians have ac- 
companied Canadian units to Bri- 


jtain for training and have gone to 
Libya and elsewhere for similar 
purposes. , 

Gen, Hartle, the commander of 
the troops, is a native of Chews- 
ville, Md. He is 52. He served in 
the Philippines, on the Mexican 
border and is a World War veteran. 

American civilians have been 
at work building bases in Northern 
Ireland for several months. 

The ultimate destination of the 
American troops was not revealed 
nor were any details given as to 
their probable employment. 

The announcement was 1@de at 
the war department amidst extra- 
ordinary precautions to prevent 
premature leakage of the informa- 
tion.

Long Ovation For Prime Minister 


Mr. King was given a long ovation from his followers 
when he took the floor shortly before five o'clock. 

After congratulating the mover and seconder of the ad- 
dress, he began to read from a carefully prepared speech of 
some 15,000 words. 


The opposition’s amendment, just moved by Mr. Han- 
son, made no reference to conscription although Mr. 
Hanson had mentioned it frequently in his address, Mr. 
King said. 


He did not expect congratulations from Mr. Hanson, 
but he did expect him to stand up to what was understood 


to be Conservative policy. 

There had been perhaps a little too much controversy in 
the press prior to consideration of vital matters in the House.

Urges True Picture Of War Effort 


“What I do wish to suggest is that members get a true 
picture of Canada’s war effort as a whole,” Mr. King said. 

Concentration on a single effort should not be allowed to 
obscure the effort as a whole. If he had gathered the opposi- 
tion leader’s opinion rightly, it was that he should ignore the 
peoples’ will as expressed at the last general election. The 
government had been returned with its pledge of no conscrip- 
tion for overseas. 


There were “strong reasons” why the people should be 
told why any past commitment was a thing which should be 
removed. 


The opposition leader had asked Mr. King what he pro- 
posed to do in case of certain results in the vote on the plebis- 
cite. Mr. King safd that in seeking release from present com- 
mitments he was not going to bind himself by making com- 
mitments for the future. 

There were three phases of the government's war policy 
which should be kept separate dnd distinct, Mr. King said. 


Position Being Misrepresented 


These were “total effort to meet total war,” “national 
selective service as a means to this end,” and “the applica- 
tion of compulsion without restriction of any kind.” 

With respect to each of these, the prime minister said, 
“the government’s position is being misrepresented.” 


In all respects the policies of the government and its 
opponents were identical, except on the question of com- 
entry service outside of Canada. 


This issue was further narrowed because of the fact 
that the compulsory angle applied only to the army since 
the navy and air force were obtaining all recruits they could 
handle under the voluntary system.

ers and destroyers: 

Slight damage to one United 
Nations warship was the only 
naval damage acknowledged 50 
far as the cost of the attack. 

The losses inflicted were the 
heaviest of any counter-action since 
the Japanese launched their grand 
Offensive in the southwest Pagific 
region on Dec. 7. 


MALAYAN FIGHTING 

In the Malayan battle for Singa- 
pore, the Japanese pounded stead- 
ily with the help of swarms of 
bombers, and British headquarters 

said the invaders had captured Batu 
Pahat, the western anchor of the 
British defence line, 60 miles north- 
west of Singapore. | 

Earlier there were reports that 
the Japanese had resorted once 
more to their familiar infiltration 
tactics to turn the British left flank 
at Batu Pahat, 

Fighting also was heavy Near 
Kluang, 50 miles north of Singa- 
pore, where the Japanese are at- 
tempting to move down the main 
railroad to Singapore. 

British headquarters said that 
early this morning an enemy con- 
voy, including warships and two 
merchant ships, was sighted by 
British planes off Endaul, 85 miles 
north of Singapore on the Malayan 
east coast. British troons already 
have fallen back from Endau. 


SURPRISE FOR JAPS 

British headquarters made no at- 
tempt to minimize the seriousness 

of the situation along the 80-90 mile 
front but it was stated that there} 
were “some nasty surprises” in 
store for the Japanese. 

In the Australian area, a com- 
munique from Melbourne an- 
nounced the Japanese occupation 
of Kavieng, in New Ireland, and 
the Japanese in Tokyo announced 
the town had been completely 
taken over, 

The Japanese operations there 
had broadened over a broken front 
extending almost 1,000 miles from 
northern New Guinea east to Flor- 
ida Island in thg Solomons. Jungle. 
trained Australians were battling 
invasion forces in the hills of New 
Britain and New Ireland, 

At Perth Prime Minister Curtin 
declared:

Noting ‘that the troops in active 
combat would bear the brunt of any 
attacks, he said “We must all bear 
many burdens.” 

He ke of the work of the cab- 
inet Committee on demobilization 
and re-establishment, with its chief 
aims: 

“First, to compensate, ag far as 
humanly possible, for disabilities 
incurred as a result of their (dis. 
charged soldiers) participation in 
the war; and second. to conserve 
for the nation, as fully as possible, 
the maximum mental and phy- 
sical efficiency of these handi- 
capped members of our popula- 
tion.” 

He said the committee would 
Provide treatment for men physic- 
ally handicapped, and would give 
training courses to men handicap- 
ped by lack of trade skill. Two 
thousand ex-servicemen had been 
accepted for these courses so far. 

He said there were 400,000 men 
in the armed service and another 
700,000 engaged in production of 
war materials, “and it is stated by 
directing authorities fn the muni- 
tions department that the number 
presently employed represents only 
about 60 per cent of those who will 
be required when expansion now in 
progress has been completed.” 
PREPARE PROGRAM 

He further said, of this problem: 
“One of these days, the war ‘will 
end. Then, this vast industrial ac- 
tivity will cease. Then, your cuse 
tomer will have gone out of busi- 
ness. Then, the armed forces will be 
demobilized and the industrial 
workers will be looking for other 
jobs. Roughly two-fifths of the 
people of Canada will have to find 
another job. . 

“I do not believe there need be 
any crash—but certainly that is not 
too strong a word for what will 

appen if we do not have a pro- 
gram in complete readiness.”

wider and deeper cataclysms into 
which Europe is heading. The mis- 
labeled “representative” structures 
will certainly be revamped, and 
civil administrations, torn apart by 
the Nazis and their hirelings, must 
be almost completely rebuilt. 


DANGEROUS AREAS 

Because of their size and strategic 
importance, France, the conquered, 
and Italy, the ally, represent for the 
Nazis the most delicate and danger- 
ous areas. Reports of fatigue and 
unrest in Italy, of bitterness toward 
the Germans and towards the gov- 
ernment that created the Axis ties 
are too persistent to be ignored. 
Under Nazi pressure “to do some- 
thing” about these, the Italian gov- 
ernment has reacted most sensitive- 
ly recently and has silenced some 
of the neutral sources from which 
they came. 

It hasn't so far been able to do 
anything about the emotional 
Neapolitan who hisses under 
cover of darkness when the 
British bombers come, “He lives 
over there, why don't you go to 
Rome?” and waves the R.A.F, to 
the north with a heartfelt sig- 
nal the flyera never see, 

Sicily developed so many ad- 
ministrative weak spots that there 
has been a considerable transfer of 
officials between the island adjunct 
and the northern industrial regions. 
Italy's supplies of food and other 
goods have disappeared as 
thoroughly as those in any Nazi- 
conquered nation, 


ITALY FEARS NAZIS 


There are many indications that 
army and party circles themselves 
in Rome are unhappy about their 
allies and are veering towards a 
policy of passive collaboration like 
that of Vichy, a vastly different 
program than full-scale assistance. 
It is likewise confirmed on excel- 
lent authority that the Italians this 
fall have continued their efforts to 
fottify their borders with Germany 
—‘The border of little faith,” as 
the Italians refer to it, 

The basis for revolt in France 
may be found in the opposition to 
the tiny segment of the French 
people who actually support Dar- 
lan’s policies. It consists of indus- 
trialists, those who can still work 
for the Nazis; financial interests 
who ardently want peace before 
their economic structure is wreck- 
ed on the dual shoals of domestic 
ineptitude and Nazi bleeding, and 
political opportunists who have 
frankly elected for Nazism and 
will be wiped out if it fails. They 
are opposed by the bulk of the 
people. 

Thinking Frenchmen in Vichy 
sense this uneasiness and are 
appalled at its possible conse- 
quences, but it is far more ap- 
parent in other parts of the 
country. The industria] suburbs 
of Lyon are seething with in- 
choate revolt while the factories 
in which they earned their living 
slow down and come to a halt. 
Parisians on leave in the unoc- 
cupled zone are amazingly indis- 
ereet in their speech and actions. 

“Five out of 10 Frenchmen in 
Paris are oposed to collaboration.” 
joked one of them whom I met in 
Ly. “and four of the others are 
trying to get permission of the 
Nazi authorities to cross the de- 
maracation line.” He did not need 
to add that this was sufficient 
reason for them to keep their feel- 
ings guarded, 

NOT COMMUNISTS 

To label these people as Com- 
munists, which the Nazis and their 
Vichy hirelings undertake, is the 
sheerest hypocrisy. They are pat- 
riots among whom the Communists 
represent only a small portion, with 
the advantage that they alone 
have any appreciable underground 
organization or leadership. 

Spain, too, is fertile ground for 
rebellion. Bled white even be- 
fore the Nasis loosed their, con- 
tinental upheaval,’ it now finds 
itaelf in the curious position 
where many of the warring fac- 
tions want the same outcome for 
differing reasons. Much of the 
army has remained Monarchist 
throughout. Some of the Repub- 
licans—and they still exist in 
large numbers—believe a restora- 
tion offers the best means of 
ending the dictatorship and re-es- 
tablishing constitutional govern- 
ment. 


The .Falange, the Nazi-organized | 


equivalent of the S.S. whose in- 
fluence was somewhat diluted 
when France opened its ranks to 
every Spaniard, probably would 
not oppose the return of the king, 
for its members feel it would .bs 
followed by a new collapse and 
would hoist the Nazi nucleus more 
firmly in the saddle. 


BULGARIAN UNREST 

Bulgaria's King Boris has sat an 
uneasy throne from the beginning 
of his government's dealings with 
the Germans: Bulgaria’s people, by 
race and language. are clasely akin 
to the Russians. They are naturally 
distrustful of the Germans, but they 
learned about Nazi plans through 
correspondents who were raid 
agents in many cases, through a 
press that carefully concealed the 
truth, and a government that gave 
them no inkling of its program 

Shortly before Bulgaria's ad- 
herence to the three-power puct, 
ene of these “newspapermen” in 
Berlin spoke savagely about the 
“stupidity” of his countrymen 
who would not recognise the 
benefits of the new order bul con- 
tinued to look to Russia, 

A few days later we were in 


earlier—had 


Leipzig for the opening of the fa- 


mous fair. The program of an 
official dinner was interrupted for 
the announcement that Nazi troops 
that morning—actually it was days 
crossed the Balkan 
border. The Bulgarian correspon- 
dents led the cheering for their 
country’s downfall. Boris, sensitive 
to his people's feelings, was report- 
ed several times prepared to abdi- 
cate before he agreed. So» delicate 
has the situation remained ever 
since that Bulgarians, alone of the 
three-power adherents, never have 
participated in the Russian fighting. 


DANISH RESENTMENT 

These are but examples of a pat- 
tern that exists in all of Burope. 
The Danes, who believed they 
could make a deal with Hitler, have 
found it wouldn't work and wish 
passionately now that they had 
gone down fighting, no matter how 
briefly. Their resentment is cer- 
tain to flare back against the 
government which made the tragic 
bargain. y 

Yugoslavs already have over- 
thrown one government that made 
a bargain. it cost them their coun- 
try temporarily, but they are fight- 
ing today what in any other kind 
of a world would be a major war 
for its reconquest. Rumanian, Slo- 
vakian and Hungarian troops had 
to be sent home from the Russian 
front because they were sick of the 
war and the Germans who led 
them into it. No amount of censor- 
ship has been able to disguise the 
uneasiness in the Balkans. 

The Czechs staged an economic 
revolt this fall that pushed Frei- 
herr Von Neurath, one of the 
Nasis’ last “conservatives,” into 
limbo. Before it could be check- 
ed it required the service of 
Himmler’s No. 2 expert in terror, 
Reinhard Heydrich. 

To date the Gestapo technique— 
establishment of a central police 
force, trained and controlled by 
them, elimination of all but the 
government party as in France and 
Holland, and the most ruthless sup- 
pression of any criticism or opposi- 
tion—has succeeded in keeping 
most of these movements under- 
ground, They need leaders and 
they need arms. So far they have 
neither. 

Gen. Charles De Gaulle has per- 
formed an invaluable service for 
the French, but he has failed to 
strike a spark to the tinder that 
waits only some modern Joan of 
Arc, some 20th century Garibaldi, 
some new Patrick Henry, and some 
wedge in the Nazi front to flash 
into violent fire over all of Europe.

Every Canadian 
Household Now 
Sugar Rationed 


OTTAWA, Jan. 26—(CP)—Sugar 
rationing is in effect in Canada to- 
day, with the allowable household 
consumption set at about s third 
less than normal by order of the 
wartime prices and trade board. 

Each Canadian is limited to three- 
quarters of a pound of sugar a week. 
He has been accustomed to using 
more than a pound. 

He may not have in his home more 
than two weeks’ supply at any time, 
and in making purchases must limit 
himself to requirements of two 
weeks unless he resides in a remote 
area und has been accustomed to 
buying in large quantities, 


CO-OPERATION URGED 

Donald Gordon, prices board 
chairman who announced the ration- 
ing plan at a Sunday press confer- 
ence, said its success would depend 
largely on public co-operation and 
assistance. But the order has the 
force of law with the same authority 
—and the sathe penalties—as others 
issued by the board in controlling 
price levels. For failure to observe 
board orders a penalty up to $5,000 
or two years’ imprisonment may be 
imposed in an extreme case. 

Mr. Gordon made clear the 
rationing measure was required 
not so much because of the Canad-

REDUCTION NECESSARY 

The association's executive points 
out that it is “Vitally important for 
the future welfare of the city that 
property taxes be substantially re- 
duced at the earliest possible mo- 
ment,” afd suggests that “New 
sources of revenue should be tap- 
ped that will more equitably dis- 
tribute the tax burden.” 

Imposition of a poll tax for the 
raising of additional revenue was 
recommended by the association.

4—Persons in remote areas 
who are not able to buy every 
week or two weeks may continue 
to buy several months’ supply at 
a time, but should measure their 
requirements at the ration rate, 
namely, three-quarters of a pound 
Per person per week. 

S—Lumber camps and other 
firms providing meals to their em- 
ployees must see that consumption 
is restricted to three-quarters of a 
pound per week per person, effec- 
tive immediately. 

ECONOMY ASKED 

@—Economize on sugar wherever 
you can; some people can get along 
on less than the ration, Those din- 
ing,gin the restaurants are also ex- 
pected to restrict their sugar con- 
sumption, 

%—Additional supplies of sugar 
will be made available for home 
preserving and canning: 

$—The ration affects only refin- 
ed cane sugar and beet sugar. 

@—lIndustrial users of sugar and 
hospitals and other institutions, 
will be advised by the sugar ad- 
ministvator (S. R. Noble) how the 
sugar restrictions will affect them.

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The Surprise At Berlin 


Some one at Berlin has suddenly 
discovered that Russia has a bigger 
army than Germany, that it is better 
clothed, and may even be better armed. 
At least it is pretended that the idea 
is a new one at the Nazi headquarters. 

If it is news there, where were the 
official counters when Herr Hitler was 
making his plans to knock the Red 
army out of the ring in six weeks? 
Didn’t anybody in the beer-cellar gang 
know Russia has about twice the popu- 
lation of Germany, and every Rus- 
sian a potential soldier? Were all the 
alleged omniscients unaware that Rus- 
sians wear warm clothing, and need it, 
in cold weather? Where were all the 
experts and their spies while Russia 
was building tanks and planes and 
trucks over the last ten years? And 
where are the eminent prophets who 
said United States and British muni- 
tions could not be delivered to the Rus- 
sian front in time? 

The German general staff knew all 
about Russia’s population, man-power, 
winter weather and equipment — and 
prospect of getting more equipment 
from Britain and the United States. 

’ But the general staff was not asked 
what it thought about the chance of 
smashing Russia’s army. It was or- 
dered to go ahead and do the job. Herr 
Hitler and his political yes-men thrust 
the army, general staff and all, into the 
Russian campaign in sublime disregard 
for such factual considerations. 

The pretended surprise at the size 
and capacity of Russia’s army is just a 
means of excusing the Fuehrer and his 
political henchmen for the sorry out- 
come of their war. They are trying to 
build up a popular notion that Russia 
developed this huge and well-armed 
fighting machine over-night. Will non- 
Nazi Germany swallow that nonsense? 


What Are Promises? 


Mr. Meighen is reported as saying 
it is the “crowning indignity of our his- 
tory” that a government should think 
itself in honor bound to ask the public 
to release it from an election pledge. 
His proposal is that the government 
should simply ignore the pledge, and go 
ahead with whatever methods it now 
thinks necessary or advisable—to raise 
men for our overseas forces. 

What are election pledges anyway? 
Are they promises made to be kept, or 
just bait thrown out to catch votes at 
election time? These are questions 
raised by this demand that the Minis- 
ters disregard their election commit- 
ments. Mr. Meighen leaves no doubt 
what he would do when he found a 
pledge barring his way to .complete 
freedom of action. He would tear it 
up like a scrap of paper and do what he 
wanted to do; so he says. 

There can be no objection to Mr. 
Meighen thus telling the public what 
value he places on promises given to 
the public by public men, but it is 
Something different when he tries to 
invest the Conservative party with the 
Same Standard of political morality. In 
stating his position on the question of 
a plebiscite he says this is also the 
position of the party he “represents.” 

Where does Mr. Meighen get any 
authority to speak for the party? He 
was not chosen by the party as its 
leader. He was selected by a self- 
constituted committee of politicians 
and financiers, and the committee 
headed off any rank-and-file protests 
against the selection by deciding the 
party could not have any convention. 
The facts are of record. Mr. Meighen 
was “put over” on the party, and can 
Speak for only himself and his selection 
committee. 

The issue in this is not conscription 
but political honesty. Are Canadian 
public men to keep promises to the 
electors? That is the point about 
which the argument is going on. 


It Might Be British Columbia 


To the Australians the outstanding- 
ly important front is, naturally enough, 
the string of islands off the northern 
coast of that Dominion upon which 
Japanese air and sea forces have been 
launching daily and _increasingl 
Severe attacks. These have been fol- 
lowed in several cases by landing oper- 
ations, and the establishment of bases 
from which the Dutch East Indies and 
Australia can be subjected to raids and 
perhaps eventually invaded by force. 

Canadians can sense the reaction in 
Australia if they consider what would 
be their feelings and fears if this enemy 
approach was directed at the coast of 
British Columbia, And that possibility 
is by no means fanciful. The Aleutians 
provide stepping-stones toward Can- 
ada as do the southern Pacific islands 
to Australia, We in Canada may be 
facing, almost any day, the threat 
which now confronts the people of the 
sister Dominion, 

But the war—if we are to win it— 
will not be won in the South Pacific, 
nor in this continent. It will have to be 
won jn Japan—as the war beyond the 
Atlantic will have to be won in Ger- 
many. The place to destroy Japanese 
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power is at the centre, however that is 
to be done, however long it may take, 
and whatever it may cost. The vital 
spot of an octopus—its only vital spot 
—is the head. Chopping off tentacles 
or turning them aside does not kill the 
brute—and Japanese military power 
must be killed outright. When that is 
done its conquests abroad will count 
for nothing; its signature on the dotted 
line will automatically restore the 
property to its owners. 

Allied resistance in the South Pacific 
is growing, surely if slowly. Our forces 
there are a? built up, and will be 
built up with increasing speed. Every 
blow struck the enemy forces there 
counts. But they: cannot be stopped 
immediately, and more bad news must 
be looked for. Australia and the 
Dutch East Indies may become battle- 
fields. 

But always the perspective must be 
kept. It is not there Japan can win its 
war,

Herr Hitler is said to have put a 
death-watch on Herr Goering. Whether 
to protect Goering or to protect himself 
is not quite clear. The instigator of 
the beer-cellar bomb plot has not yet 
been identified, and Goering made a 
couple of broadcasts lately telling the 
German people they‘are in for shorter 
rations, harder work, and more grief 
as a result of Hitler’s wars. 


There are early hints that parlia- 
ment may hold some secret sittings 
during the present session. The “closed 
door” of a legislative chamber is not 
popular in a democracy. But there are 
times when the door cannot be left open 
without giving the enemy access to in- 
formation he should not have. The war 
in the Pacific is too close to Canada 
for parliament to discuss that subject 
as openly as the war in Europe. 


Prime Minister King told parliament 
there .is no present intention to break 
off diplomatic relations with Vichy. He 
added that Mr. Churchill has particu- 
larly asked that this channel of com- 
munication be kept open. This should 
end the demands for closing of the 
Vichy legation at Ottawa, understand- 
able as these demands have been. Ap- 
parently hope has not been abandoned 
that Marshal Petain will continue to 
refuse to fight the Allies,

The war is developing two types of 
critics, and it is important that the public 
learn to distinguish between them, The 
one type directs all criticism, however, 
sharp, to the business of making the nation 
stronger through the elimination of profit- 
eering, the denunciation of inefficiency, 
and the demand for increased social vision. 

The other type of 
criticism is a mask for 
denouncing the war it- 
self, for dividing the na- 
tion, for creating fears— 
fear of Britain, fear of 
Russia, fear of the Presi- 
dent, 

The one type of critic- 
4 ism serves the nation. 

The other serves our 
enemies.

This week was marked by a very un- 
pleasant possibility that stalked into the 
news, stiff-legged and rather horrible. It 
was the possibility of an Axis invasion of 
Australia, 

The Japanese intent became very clear 
in the middle of the week when the mad 
monkey men boven bombing intensively 
certain British islands within a few hun- 
dred miles of the Austra- 
lian mainland. 

It was accepted as a 


certainty by Australian 
political leaders that this 
signified the Japanese 


plan of using these islands 
as a base from which to 
land their fanatical and 
ruthless troops on Aus- 
tralian soil. 

Only a competent stra- 
tegist in full coseearin iH 
the facts could adequately 
compute the chances for Harold L. welr 
the success of such a movement. I am 
neither a competent strategist nor do I 
possess al] the facts. Nevertheless, there 
are certain circumstances that must have 
a clear significance to any observer, — 

The first is that the defence of Singa- 
pore is inextricably tied up with the de- 
fence of Australia. So long as Singapore 
is tormented and bedevilled to the point 
of danger by Japanese forces, any attack 
on Australia would necessarily involve a 
bitter choice on the part of the Allies in 
the Pacific, 

Bitter Choice 


Somebody would have to choose be- 
tween the safety of Singapore and the 
safety of Australia. With Singapore al- 
ready hard pressed and in very serious 
danger of capture, because of lack of air 
and naval support there, it is obvious that 
maximum security could not be offered 
to both places. 

And yet the sacrifice of one is as un- 
thinkable as the sacrifice of the other, 
largely because, as the Australians have 
bitterly pointed out, a British Singapore 
is almost essential to a British Australia. 

It had been thought, because of this 
plain fact, that the Japanese would not 
turn their attention to Australia until they 
had conquered Singapore. Today it is ob- 
vious that we cannot count on any such 
planning. ‘ 

There is reason to apprehend that the 
Japanese will seek to divide British inter- 
est and attention by striking at both places 
at once. Thus, they will employ the full 
weight of their numerical and mechanical 
superiority in the Pacific. 

This threat to Australia is of vital in- 
terest to this country because of its politi- 
cal implications, Australia has contribut- 
ed heavily in men and money to imperial 
defence. No dominon or commonwealth 
has done better, 

Empire’s Future 

It is my personal opinion as a Canadian, 
which you may take or leave, as you 
please, that upon the Empire's ability to 
defend Australia from the invader will 
depend the future cohesion of the Empire, 


Chile Welcomes Our New Minister 


FROM THE CHILEAN PRESS SERVICE 

Canada and her first minister are in 
the limelight in Chile. 

A magnificent and resplendent carriage 
of state pulled by three pairs of jet black 
horses with a courier and two uniformed 
attendants, all very XIX century, was sent 
to convey the Hon, W, F. A, Turgeon from 
his residence to La Moneda, the presidene 
tial palace, for the presentation of his cre- 
dentials, 

He was accompanied by the Chief of the 
Protocol, Fernando Orrego V., and by one 
of the President's aides de camp. In a sec 
ond carriage, drawn by two horses, the 
minister's secretary, Mr, Sicotte, sat with 
an assistant from the office of the Protocol. 

The carriages were escorted by a 
squadron of Lancers in gala attire, with 
streaming pennants. As they reached the 
colonial portico of La Moneda, the troops 
presented arms, a military band struck 
“God Save the King”, a large crowd cheer- 
ed both the national anthem and the min- 
ister, spun their hats in the air and cried, 
“Viva E] Canada!” 

It was the first “Viva” for Canada in the 


land last summer. But that the quantity 
is still far short of what should and could 
have been produced is unquestionable. 

And that there is terrible overlapping, 
confusion, and petty jealousies amongst 
the agencies in Washington; that the de- 
fense effort is strangled in red tape; that 
there ate thousands of square pegs in 
round holes is also unquestionable. 

All these things and many other re- 
quire a constantly alert public opinion if 
they are to be remedied. 

Quite different, however, is the type of 
criticism that is still coming from some 


ns, 

It is deeply to be regretted that among 
them is Herbert Hoover's. Mr, Hoover's 
book, “America’s First Crusade”, is an out- 
standing contribution to defeatism, both 
for the current war and for any construc- 
tive and adequate peace afterwards. It is 
also so superficial and biased an account 
of the last war as to be historical claptrap. 

The kindest thing that can be said for 
Hoover is he planned the book for seven 
years. Since it waited so long, its present 
timing is most unfortunate. 


Nazi Propaganda 


But similar and more sinister “criti- 
cism” thinly veiling outright Nazi propa- 
ganda is being disseminated by the same 
people whose pro-Fascist bias was glaring 
previous to December 7th. 

Mr, Laurence Dennis, for instance, 
former associate of Frederick Auhagen, 
and himself a much more outspoken Fasc 
ist “ideologist” than Auhagen ever was, is 
still publishing his weekly foreign letter. 
The first issue after the war proclaimed 
his loyalty and the intention of indulging 
in only constructive criticism. 

In the following weeks, since nothing 
untoward has befallen our native Rosen- 
berg—for that is precisely what Mr, Den- 
nis is: the highbrow philosopher of the 
American Fascist—he has resumed his 
old line. 

The Fascist always betrays himself by 
his terminology. Mr, Dennis repeatedly 
sneers at “Roosevelt’s crusade” and paints 
the American war effort not as protection 
for America, but as a scatterbrained re- 
ligious war, comparable to the campaigns 
of the middle ages. Although Dr. Dennis 
himself is a crusader against democracy, 
and an intellectual revolutionist who 


not only from the Australian standpoint, 
but from the Canadian, South African and 
New Zealand standpoint as well.’ 

Of course, the defence of these large 
thinly-populated areas in the New World 
presents tremendous difficulties, 

Under the impact of centuries of war, 
the. European nations have shrunk to con- 
centrated, defensible proportions, But the 
New World did not build itself in recog- 
nition of the continual imminence of war. 
The New World is built on the proposition 
of growth, expansion, progress—and peace. 

Even the United States, with all her 
130,000,000 of people would be hard put 
to keep the enemy out of her 12,877 miles 
of coastline. 

A great deal depends upon what hap- 
pens in Australia, Here perhaps, is the real 
focal point of the war’s immediate 


meaning. ’

In The Crypt 


Simple Service in Cellar of Great * 
Cathedral Impressive to 
British Visitor 


HOWARD MARSHALL, IN THE

I made my way thoughtfully to St. 
Paul's Cathedral] through Trafalgar Square 
and along the Strand and Fleet street, 
where most of the big newspaper offices 
are. I used to work in Fleet street, and to 
go to St. Paul’s was rather like coming 
home again, to stand at the foot of Ludgate 
Hill, and look up to the mighty mothering 
Dome of the Cathedral, and indeed St. 
Paul's does seem to mother the city of 
London, gathering the office buildings 
under her majestic wing as if they were 
fledglings. 

Well, St. Paul’s has lost some of her 
fledgings; all round her there is havoc and 
devastation. The home of the publishers 
—Paternoster Row—is in ruins, and the 
miracle is that St. Paul’s itself has to all 
intents escaped the wild fury of the Nazi 
bombers, It’s true that the Cathedral was 
hit, and today portions of it are roped off, 
and blacks of damaged masonry lie where 
once the visitor paused to look at the 
tombs of the great soldiers and sailors and 
painters, who are buried in St, Paul's: 

But when I remember a night last Win- 
ter when I passed by St. Paul’s in the 
middle of a fierce raid, and saw the noble 
dome glowing golden in the reflected fire 
of incendiaries which were burning fierce- 
a in the roadway, I wonder how it is that 

t, Paul’s escaped, and stands serene and 
triumphant, still watching over the city. 
I arrived by chance at the same moment 
as Dr. Matthews, the dean of St. Paul’s, 
and his small active, grey-haired, gaitered 
figure mounted the broad steps ahead of 
me among the steadily flowing crowd of 
people coming to the service, 

No Mystery 

One of our best writers on London once 
said, that greatly though he admired the 
exterior of St. Paul's, the interior had 
neither tenderness nor mystery, Well, he 
may have been right in peacetime, but 
now he would, I’m sure, think otherwise. 
Tenderness in that huge shadowed Cathe- 
dral you might not expect, and yet it is 
there, in the little Kitchener Chapel re- 
served for soldiers and sailors and airmen, 
where they may go for quietude and pray- 
er. And mystery, why, that is every- 
where, the sense of dedication to a noble 
cause, the peace which is somehow in- 
tensified by the footsteps of the visitor 
echoing through the silence, the sudden 
sound of singing which comes through the 
shadows, 

In wartime Winters they hold their 
services in the Crypt; it’s safer there, a 
verger explained, and warmer, and so 
down he went by a broad winding stair- 
way, past the carefully arranged fire- 
buckets and stirrup-pumps and _ hoses 
which await their next call to service in a 
raid, and look oddly incongruous among 
the massive pillars and monuments, down 
we went into the Crypt where Sir Chris- 
topher Wren himself is buried—Wren who 
built the Cathedral—and near him Wel- 
lington and Nelson, and great painters like 
Laurence, Reynolds and Turner. E. V. 
Lucas would have found atmosphere there 
ona wartime Sunday, in that arched Crypt 
—whitewashed and softly lit—with great 
candles burning in the altar, where bowls 
of dahlias stand and a congregation in 
which there were so many soldiers and 
sailors, and a silence only broken for some 
time by the shuffle of newcomers kneeling 
fe prey and the unexpected striking of a 
clock. 
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No enemy alien in this country would 
dare, as Mr. Dennis does, consistently to 
attack our allies and pour every obloquy 
upon the President and Mr. Churchill. 
Every mistake in Churchill's past—the 
Dardanelles campaign, for instance—is re- 
surrected. But he does not mention 
Churchill’s decisive Salonika campaign, 
for the use of tanks, for which he was also 
responsible. Churchill is never in Mr. 
Dennis’ “letters” the man who saved the 
British Isles in 1940, but is only the man 
who lost Hong Kong in 1942, 

Again this column warns the depart-

And then the service began—there’s no 
organ down there—a grand piano beau- 
tifully played by a man whose monkish 
head, bald and shining appeared above it 
swaying to the music, and the singing was 
lovely—flawless and deeply felt—begine 
ning with the Venite, and about it all there 
was a direct simplicity whicli seemed to 
me very right and appropriate to the times. 
And in that Crypt, so far beneath the great 
Cathedral—so far away, I felt, from the 
noise and turmoil of a world at war—there 
was a sense of eternity, and it was natural 


' to be told in the first lesson that if we 


have faith we shall be “quiet from fear 
of evil”. 

Quiet from fear of evil, I thought, re- 
membering the devastation outside; re- 
membering the evidence of evil which all 
of us in that congregation had had in these 
years of war, and yet I knew it to be true 
—we could be QUIET FROM FEAR. The 
sermon was preached by the Dean hime 
self a quiet man of outstanding intellec- 
tual capacity—a small, compact, bespec- 
tacled man with bushy grey hair, who 
drove his words home with emphatic ges- 
tures, and spoke with conviction and 
sincerity, 

It was a good and stimulating sermon. 
Dr. Matthews talked of power; of the age- 
long desire of man to tap some source of 
power through which he could defy the 
forces of nature and his enemies, and, he 
said, religion had so often been wrongly 
exploited in the search for power. Hitler, 
he reminded us, has produced a religion 
of power; he has given his people signs 
and wonders in his conquest of Europe, 
and Nazi fanaticism will have to be broken 
before the German army is smashed. 

But, he said, how deludad is the Gere 
man soldier who imagines that he shares 
the power of the REICH when he is only 
a SLAVE; and how much stronger is the 
power of true religion—not a temporary— 
but an eternal power; a gospel of the mae 
jesty of love, and Christ, he said, showed 
thd power of God, and gave its power OVER 
ourselves and power IN ourselves to overs 
come the world by drawing upon sources 
of power beyond the world. It did not 
offer us easy comfort that sermon, but 
then we don’t need easy comfort, and it 
was a sermon worthy of a Cathedral where 
80 many fine sermons have been preached 
through the centuries, 


Simple Service 


I would rather have had that simple 
service than any amount of Cathedral 
pageantry, and I think it affected us all 
alike. We took away with us a reaffirma- 
tion of the true values, a renewed under- 
standing of the directness of Christianity 
in action. 

It was cold when I came out into the 
Winter morning, and a flock of pigeons 
scattered before my feet, and I paused to 
read a leaflet which I found in the church 
—a leaflet which faced facts, which admit 
ted our faults as a nation; which prayed 
that God would rekindle in our hearts the 
love of truth, honor and justice; that He 
will recall us to duty, discipline and sacri-e 
fice; that He will teach us the humility of 
strength and the dignity of service, 

Well, that is a prayer which many of 
us could repeat, and*as I walked slowly 
down Ludgate Hill, I remember a notice 
T had seen jn St. Paul’s—a relic of the days 
when visitors from all over the world came 
to look at the Cathedral. The notice said, 
“Wait here for the’ guide”, and I think 
it still holds good, though I would turn 
it round, for in churches like St. Paul's, 
in churches all over the country, we reale 
ize more and more fully that indeed our 
guide waits for us,

paring to leave London to settle in 
the United States. 

If this is true, the royalty resi- 
dent in the American Republic will 
become considerable. Already in 
the United States are various mem- 
bers of the Scandinavian royal fam- 
ilies, members of the Russian royal 
house, the rulers of Luxembourg 
and others, not to mention descend- 
ants of the Bonapartes. 

Even (Caro! of Rumania is looking 
wistfully, from his refuge in Mex- 
ico City, towards some haven in 
Canada or the United States. 

Now there is a peculiar inference 
in all this that must be noted. 

It would be a most amusing thing 
if a great Republic which was es- 
tablished on the repudiation of roy- 
alty, should supply the strength 
and refuge of which and from 
which royalty should recuperate 
and rehabilitate itself in Europe. 

It seems to me that the United 
States could have much less noble 
functions than to aid in the restora- 
tion of political systems which, far 
from representing the greed and 
vanity of insane dictators, theor- 
etically, at least, represent the will 
of God. 


During the past month, there has 
been, as everyone is aware, a good 
deal of criticism of Britain, Per- 
haps I would be justified in saying 
that there is a rising current of' 
resentment against Britain. 

This is a form of hysteria which 
cannot be too strongly condemned. 

There is a tremendous differ- 
ence between impatience with the 
blunders of a few military leaders 
and antagonism towards an entire 
nation, 

When we permit this impatience 
to become undisciplined and to 
break logical bounds, we are sim- 
oly fighting Hitler's war for him. 
It’s exactly what he wants us to do. 

s . . 


It is true—and unhappily, we 
must admit it—that grave mistakes, 
in our judgment, have been made 
in London, And Australia, for in- 
stance, is quite justified in making 
a frank, honest and pointed pro- 
test. 

This open clash of opinion is 
wholesome. Nothing could be more 
spiritually enervating than to whis- 
per our discontent in dark corners 

But the license we thus accord 
ourselves in matters of criticism 
should not be abused. 

At all times, our criticism must 
be fair, reasonable and constructive, 

There is a good dea! of malicious 
whispering, just now, that possesses 
none of these qualities. Most of it 
emotional nonsense based on the 
juvenile notion that now we have 
the United States to protect us, we 
can safely abuse Britain. 

We see that attitude frequently 
in children. It is not becoming to 
adults. It is singularly unbecominz 
in the present instance because it 
is both infamous and false.

Effort In War! 


TORONTO, Jan, 26—In wartime 
life insurance plays two additional 
roles important to Cansda’s war 
effort, C. 8. Macdonald, president, 
told the 70th annual meeting of 
the Confederation Life Associa- 
thon here recently. It’ mobilizes 

| civilian dollars for war use and 
it checks inflation by providing 
a ready channel for regular sav- 
ings, he sald. 

Mr. Macdonald pointed out that 
life insurance “savings of $170 mil- 
lions already were invested in Vic- 
tory Loans by companies operating 
in Canada. These would buy 500.000 
Bren guns: for the Canadian army 
or 6,800 Spitfire fighters for the R. 
CLA. F. ‘ 

Life insurance companies are 
peculiarly suited to their task of 
helping to convert Canadian econ- 
omy to the business of waging war. 
Over the years they had been .the 
chief exponents of thrift. on -vhich 
such governmental emphasis now is 
placed. Referring to Hon. J, L. 
Tisley’s warning to “spend less and 
save more,” Mr. Macdonald said: 
‘This development serves to dein- 
onstrate that the practice of thrift 
is far from outmoded. It has served 
mankind from «time immemorial. 
Never was its practice more neces- 
sary.” 


WAR FINANCING 

The Dominion government had 
taken stern steps to see that’ the 
policies of thrift and sound war 
financing were followed by the 
Canadian people. In addition to 
heavy taxation and borrowing, it 
tecently had taken steps in con- 
trolling civilian consumption and 
inflation which went beyond any- 
thing undertaken jn other allied 
countries, a ceiling on wages, prices, 
Services and rents, 

In imposing these controls, he said 
the government had acted “with de- 
cision and courage.” After the war. 
however, freedom of business action 
should be restored, he stated. 


WAR CLAIMS SMALL 

Deaths due to war accounied for 
only five per cent. of 1941 life in- 
surance claims. V, R. Smith, general 
manager, stated. Since war broke 
out in 1939, war claims had been 
only three per cent. of the total— 
much less than had been antici- 
pated, 

New business in 1941 totalled 
$58,142,580, the greatest since 1930. 
Business in force reached an all- 
time high of $463.289,489. This 
gain of more than $18 million was 
the best in ten years. Other fav- 
orable features were: a favorable 
rate of mortality, though higher 
than last year; an earned interest 
rate of 4.46 per cent, the same as 
last year; and an expense rate, on 
the usual “ten-to-one” basis and 
excluding taxes, of less than last 
year. Taxes, an uncontrollable 
item, were $330,000 more than in 
1940. 

Surplus for the year was $1,824,- 
874. Total unallotted surplus reach- 
ed $5,144,307, an increase of $98.950. 
In addition, however, and in line 
with its steady policy of strength- 
ening surplus, Mr. Smith said the 
Confederation Life had a further 
surplus of more than $4 million not 
carried into accounts, made up of 
potential surplus on exchange and 
an excess of market values of the 
book values of its securities.

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PLEBISCITE PROPOSAL CRITICIZED 


C.C.F. Calls For Conscription Of Manpower, Resources 


General Election Asked 


If Government Shrinks 
From Its Responsibility 


Decision of the Dominion government to hold a plebiscite 
on conscription was referred to as ‘“‘weak-kneed, procrastin- 
ating and responsibility-shunting” in a resolution unani- 
mously passed here Saturday by the Alberta Farmer-Labor 
Party (C.C.F.) calling for total conscription of material, 
resources and manpower, and an acceptance by the govern- 
ment of the responsibility for instituting that conscription. 
The resolution was passed at the convention of the party in 


the 1.0.0.F. hall, 103 street. 


Demand for an immediate gen- 
eral election was called for in the 
resolution if the government 
“shrinks from the responsibility” 
so that the people of Canada “may 
not only decide the future policy 
but shall decide who shall ad- 
minister that policy.” 

Should’ the government persist 
in holding a plebiscite the conven- 
tion demanded that the question 
“are you in favor of total conscrip- 
tion of wealth for total war and 
victory over the Axis?” be added to 
the plebsicite. 

The resolution was one of five 
presented by the special resolution 
committee headed by G. G. Cushing 
of Calgary. They were passed by 
a unanimous standing vote of more 
than 200 delegates to the conven- 
tion. 


RESOLUTION 

The resolution on conscription 
read as follows: 

Whereas conscription of all mate- 
rial and human resources is essen- 
tlal to a total war effort, and 
whereas for reasons political or 
otherwise, our government has up 
to this time managed to avoid the 
issue, and is passing legislation 
under the National Resources Mob- 
ilization Act, taking power to con- 
trol and use material resources but 
which power has never been 
executed, and on the other hand is 
taking shelter behind the prime 
minister’s election vote-getting 
pledge given at the last election, 
and 

Whereas now when the demand 
for more men and more material 
has become too urgent to be further 
ignored, the government proposes a 
plebiscite which would relieve the 
prime minister from his pledge, but 
give no guarantee of subsequent 
effective action; 

Therefore be it resolved that 
the C.C.F. are opposed to weak- 
kneed procrastinating, respors- 
ibility - shunting plebisciting, and 
urge first that the government 
should sat once accept respons-

those who perform with out- 
standing distinction and gal- 
lantry on the field of battle 
or on the war-lashed seven 
seas of the earth. 

But there are many heroes and 
heroines, too, whose acts of gal- 
lantry and fortitude are perform- 
ed amid the apparent peace and 
quiet of every-day life. Because 
the deeds are not performed amid 
the tumult and tempest of battle, 
and because no martial music 
salutes their deeds, we seldom 
think of these heroes and hero- 
ines of peace. 

Such a hero was the late Lou 
Gehrig, famed and beloved first 
baseman of the New York Yankees 
baseball tearm who died recently 
of a form of infantile paralysis. 
And such a heroine was his wife, 
Eleanor Gehrig. 


Both knew that only death await- 
ed Lou before two short years 
would pass into history. But when 
thousands of fans staged a magnifi- 
cent demonstration of affection for 
Lou in a farewell ceremony in the 
Yankee stadium, the gallant Gehrig 
uttered these words in farewell.

|Ronning Chosen |Challenge To Conscript 


Wealth, Manpower, Is 


Hurled 


By Speaker 


Challenge to conscript wealth as well as manpower was 
flung at Prime Minister W. L, Mackenzie King by Mrs. Dor- 
othy G. Steeves, C.C.F. member for North Vancouver in the 
British Columbia legislature, in an address Saturday night 
at a public meeting held at the Empire theatre under the aus- 
pices of the newly formed Alberta Farmer-Labor party 


(C.C.F.). 


“The time has come when the progressive people of Can- 
ada and the C.C.F. must say to the government either we 
have total mobilization of resources and industry and after 
that conscription of manpower, or we shall lose the war,” 


Mrs. Steeves declared. 


“I am very suspicious that all this talk about conscrip- 
tion means just conscription of manpower and not all re- 
sources,” the British Columbian declared, and added that the 


mobilization of manpower will 


be a serious deterrent to the 


war effort if‘unaccompanied by an adequate mobilization of 


resources and finance. “ 


Mrs. Steeves was introduced by 
E. E. Roper. W. H. Irvine, party 
organiser, in a short address prior 
te the arrival of Mrs. Steeves, 
paid tribute to the marvelous 
stand that Russia is making for 
democracy and asserted § that 
changes must be made in Canada 
"if victory is to come. 

“There would be such an over- 
whelming vote of “yes” to a con- 
scription of wealth question that 
Prime Minister King does not dare 
ask for it in his proposed plebis- 
cite,” Mrs, Steeves asserted. “The 
nation’s support of wealth conscrip- 
tion would shake the very strong- 
hold of capitalism to its founda- 
tion,” she stated. 

The C.C.F. advocates immediate 
conscription of wealth, she added, 
and explained the meaning of this 
term as “the bringing of all indps- 
try and all war industries cher 
government control and operation. 
The party wants worker control 
also, she added. This means that 
representatives of labor would sit 
on control boards, she explained. 
SOCIAL SERVICES 

The C.C-F. also desire a ceiling 
on all incomes as well as wages. It 
advocates compulsory loans to the 
government, without interest, This 
means the conscription of savitgs. 
Money lying idle in banks snould 
be put to work in industries for 
victory, she stated. 

‘There is need for better systems 
of old age and blind pensions, 
Mrs, Steeves continued, and social 
services and health services in 
Canada lag far behind other 
countries in the British Empire. 


“We should start on social ser- 
vices now, even in wartime,” she 
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Mrs. Dorothy G. Steeves, 
C.C.F. member of the Bri- 
tish Columbia legislature 
for North Vancouver, who 
challenged Prime Minister 
King to conscript resources 
and wealth as well as man- 
wer, The challenge was 
ued during a speech at a 
public meeting held Satur- 
day evening at the Empire 
Theatre under the auspices 
of the Alberta Farmer- 
Labor party (C.C.F.).

Sleigh-Riding 
Crash Is Fatal 
To Indian Boy 


Sleigh - riding on the highway 
near St, Albert, nine miles north 
of Edmonton, ended tragically 
Saturday when Joseph Stamp, 10- 
year-old Indian youth from 
Saddle Lake, careened his sled 


into an auto driven by Joseph 
Rouault, farmer of the district, 
and received a fractured skull. 
The boy was rushed to the Miseri- 
cordia hospital in Edmonton but 
died at 12:15 p.m., a little more 
than one hour after he was ad- 
mitted. 

The boy, according to R.C.M.P. 
reports, along with eight other 
youths from the Indian school at 
St. Albert, was sleighing on a hill 
on the highway about two miles 
east of the town, near the junction 
of a crossroad. Young Stamp was 
first down the hill and as he 
reached the bottom his sled crashed 
into the car which was travelling 
along the crossroad. Other boys 
sliding down the hill behind Stamp 
managed to bring their sleighs to a 
stop. 


TRAVELLING FAST 

The boy's sleigh was equipped 
with steel runners and due to a 
large quantity of ice on the road, 
police estimated that he was travel- 
ling at about 30 miles an hour when 
the impact took place, It appears 
that the sled and Rouault’s car ar- 
rived in the centre of the crossing 
at exactly the same moment. The 
driver, police state, was proceeding 
at a moderate rate of speed and 
although he swerved sharply to the 
right could not avoid the mishap. 

Young Stamp struck the vehicle 
between the front and rear wheels. 
The sleigh was stopped as the im- 
pact took place but the lad slid 
beneath the car and smashed his 
head against the under-carriage. 
The rear wheel of the auto passed 
over his legs and broke them 


GIVEN FIRST AID . 

Mr. Rouault stopped immediately 
and, picking up the injured boy 
rushed him to St. Albert where Dr. 
Poerier, after administering first 
aid treatment, brought him to hos- 
pital in. Edmonton. The accident 
occurred at about 10:15 am. and 
the boy arrived at the hospital 
shortly after 11 o'clock. His skull 
was fractured so severely how- 
ever, that he died about an hour 
later,

While the whole fruits themselves 
may be used, it is also possible to 
use the juices, and many times fruit 
juice beverages provide a very wel- 
come change. 

Such fruit 
pleasing to the taste, but are excel- 
lent from the health-building stand- 
point. They provide the vitamins so 
essential to the body and also sup- 
ply the alkaline food minerals. Fur- 
thermore, these juices offer enticing 
flavors which make them favorites 
wherever they are used. 

The juices most commonly used 
are pineapple juice, tomato juice, 
orange juice, grape juice and grape- 
fruit juice. However, almost any 
of the fruits and ‘berries may be 
made into wholesome drinks by 
crushing and straining. Those who 
wish to prepare these beverages in 
large quantity might find it a good 
investment to purchase some of the 
fruit mills or fruit presses generally 
ayailable at Health Food Stores, or 
carried by some hardware stores. 

The equippiAg of the home with 
a convenient fruig juice extractor 
will make it much easier for you to! 
prepare juices as desired,.and you! 
will therefore be tempted to indulge 
in these healthful beverages more 
frequently. 

Those not wishing to extract the 
juices for themselves wil] find many 
wholesome juices already prepared 
in cans. Any of these beverages 
may be used with ease. 

Some of the fruit juices, of which 
grape juice is a good example, pro- 
vide an appreciable amount of fruit 
sugar, which is quickly assimilated 
and supplies the body with an en- 
ergy food. This explains why those 
who drink them notice a renewal of 
energy soon afterward. 

To obtain the greatest good from 
juices taken from acid fruits I sug- 
gest that it is better to use them by 
themselves, either in between meals 
or at least thirty minutes before a 
meal. When the stomach ig empty | 
of other foods, the juices are more| 
readily absorbed Also the combina- 
tion of acid fruit juice with starch 
may prove unwise and may give 
rise to flatulence or excessive gas.

There always is a period after 
the baby has been weaned from thc 
breast, or after he has been deprived 
of the bottle, when his liking for 
milk seems to disappear. Loss of the 
familiar ceremony of nursing and 
the logs of the cuddling he received 
at nursing time, are difficult for the 
baby to accept. He wants everything 
in the same old way or he wants no 
substitute for it. 

His reaction to ups, when he. is 
deprived of the bottle too hastily, 
is also one of distaste, He is aware 
that his refusal of milk upsets his 
mother, No doubt, if he figures 
things for himself he even realizes 
that his refusal may soften her de- 
termination to make him drink milk 
in this new and uncomfortable fash- 
ion. 

It's obvious that the mother 


gains nothing by force. She can't 
alter the child's liking for an old 
habit, she can only make the new 
one as pleasant as possible or ig- 
nore the child's refusal of milk, 
until he forgets nursings and 
bottle feedings, 


During this interim, when he re- 
gards milk with distaste because of 
its new and disliked associations, 
it will be better if mother stops all 
effort to get the child to drink milk. 

This doesn’t mean, by any means, 
that he needs to stop having milk. 
But cups or bottles should not be 
forced upon him until he has for- 
gotten his determination to refuse 
them. A child's memory is not ever-

The first 
step is to select the right foods to 
Go into a good daily meal plan. 

We do not anticipate any serious 
food shortages, yet we must not 
waste food.’ No more discarding of 
outside leaves of lettuce, of left- 
overs, of all things that find their 
way into American refuse pails. We 
must remember, too, that over- 
refining foods robs them of valu- 
able minerals and vitamins, For 
instance, refined white sugar has 
no minerals or vitamins, yet un- 
refined, sweet, dark New Orleans 
molasses is a rich source of iron 
second only to beef liver. Un- 
refined wholewheat flour is a rich 
source of minerals and vitamin B, 
but white flour, unless fortified 
with vitamins and minerals, con- 
tains small amounts of them, Dark 
farina and rice are two to five 
times richer in minerals and five 
to ten times richer in vitamin B 
than white varieties. 


These are iron-rich foods: whole- 
grain cereals and flours, liver and 
lean beef and mutton, molasses, 
dried fruits, eggs and green vege- 
tables. 

Calcium and phosphorous are 
two other minerals absolutely es- 
sential to health. Milk, inexpens- 
ive, versatile and easily obtained, 
is the very best calcium sotirce. 
Every adult should have a pint a 
day, every child a quart. If milk 
is unpopular in your family, use it 
in puddings, soups and sauces, 

Most of the mineral-rich foods 
mentioned above-are rich in one or

BOARD'S FINDING 


Pearl Harbor 
Blame Placed 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—(AP)—A presidential board 
of inquiry Saturday attributed the success of the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor last Dec. 7 primarily to “dereliction 
of duty” on the part of Lt.-Gen. Walter C. Short and Ad- 
miral Husband E. Kimmel, the commanding officers of the 
United States army and navy in that area. 


They had been adequately in- 
formed from Washington that war 
was imminent, it found. They 
had been warned to prepare 
against an air said. They failed 
to confer upon the warnings and 
the measures to be taken under 
them. They refused to believe 
an air attack possible. Conse- 
quently the Japanese raid was a 
“complete surprise.” 

One result of their lack of col- 
laboration, the board said, was that 
Short believed the navy was oper- 
ating reconnaissance flights far off 
shore, when it was not, and that 
Kimmel] thought the army was op- 
erating devices which would detect 
the approach of planes, when these 
were actually in service only a 
few hours each day. 

But, while the five-man board, 
headed by Associate Justice Owen 
Roberts, of the United States Su- 
preme court, pinned major re- 
sponsibility upon the two officers, 
it found numerous other contrib- 
uting factors: 

| Effective Japanese espionage— 
which could not be ,adequately 
countered under peace-time condi- 
tions, 

Japan's disregard of international 
law in making the attack before de- 
claring war, 

Emphasis in warning messages 
sent from Washington on sabotage 
and the possibility of a Japanese at- 
tack in the western Pacific rather 
than at Pearl Harbor, 


PUNISHMENT DEMAND 
However, the blame was placed 
squarely upon Short and Kimmel, 
who, in the opinion of the board, 
“Failed to make suitable disposi-

The report noted these striking 
incidents: 

A destroyer and an airplane 
teamed up to sink a small Japa- 
nese submarine just outside Pearl 
Harbor, 43 minutes before the at- 
tack. It was reported to the chief 
of staff at the nhval base. No ad- 
ditional alert orders were issued. 

The army's aircraft detectors were 
Operated three hours daily, from 
four to seven a.m. On the morning 
of the attack. they shut down as 
usual at seven, 45 minutes before 
the Jap airplanes struck. At one of 
them a non-commissioned Officer, 
learning to use the devices, was 
given permission to continue oper- 
ating. At 7:02 he discovered what 
appeared to be a large flight of 
planes northeast of Oahu, about 130 
miles distant. 

NO ACTION TAKEN 

At 7:20 he reported his discovery 
to an inexperienced lieutenant. 
The latter, knowing that certain 
United States planes might be in 
the vicinity, assumed the planes 
shown by the detector to be Am- 
erican planes and took no further 
action. The planes were tracked to- 
wards the island and then lost. 

Secretary of State Cordell Hull, 
the board said, was constantly in 
communication with Secretary of 
Navy Knox and War) Secretary 
Stimson on the gravity of the 
Japanese situation.

Under army and navy regula- 
tions, the two officers may be dis- 
missed from the service by the 
President for “derelection of duty.”

NO STATEMENT 

Short was asked by reporters at 
Oklahoma City Saturday night if 
he desired to make a statement and 
replied: 

“Not a word.”

at 4:58 for the entrance of two mine 
sweepers, and left open. A smali 
Japanese submarine slipped in about 
seven o'clock. It was sighted at 7:45 
and sunk.

200 JAP PLANES 

This was the second of three sub- 

marines lost to the Japs during the 
attack. The first was sunk off Pearl 
Harbor between 6:33 and 6:45 a.m. 
before the actus! attack by air be- 
gan, by a naval! patrol plane and the 
destroyer Ward. A third submarine 
grounded in Kaneohe Bay and was 
captured. 

The Japanese force which struck 
at Pearl Harbor was estimated at 
150 to 200 planes. No additional 
alert was ordered after the sub- 
marine was discovered inside the 
harbor, and at 7:55 the planes 
struck, Most damage was caused 
by aerial torpedes launched from 
planes, 
“Immediately upon realizing that 
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Man Must Not 
Be Cast Aside 


No matter how great the import- 
ance of world events, and no mat- 
ter what turn these events take, 
the daily tasks of man will still 
have their place, and must not be 
cast aside in a world out of focus, 
Rev. Daniel Young, minister of 
First Baptist church stated at the 
morning service at the church, 


The minister declared that there 
is often too great a tendency to be- 
come so engrossed in great events 
that -the common tasks of man 
seem trivial by comparison, and 
when great armies are locked in 
battle, routine things are apt to be 
ignored. 

Cautioning against forgetting the 
smaller responsibilities of mankind, 
Mr. Young said there is a grave 
and deadly danger in simply “go- 
ing through the motions of a job,” 
and stressed the necessity of put- 
ting all possible effort into the task 
at hand. 

“Time and again,” he said, 
“Christ spoke to His desciples of 
the importance of little things. 
The effectiveness of our work de- 
pends upon the degree to which 
we appreciate our opportunities 
for doing our duty, and doing our 
duty to the best of our ability.” 

“The nation is being constantly 
told of the gigantic task before us 
to win the war,” he said, “and we 
must double our efforts in order 
that we may give every support to

Alberta hog marketings for the 
calendar year created a new record 
for the province with a total of 
1,947,000 head of hogs sold, accord- 
ing to information from the pro- 
vincial department of agriculture 
The marketings of last year exceed- 
ed those of 1940 by 461,618 as the 
figure for that year was 1,485,382.

Britain’s black garbed, death-defying “Commandos,” a suicide unit of undisclosed 
strength, is pictured herewith in its latest stab at Nazi-occupied territory. This time it was 
the Islands of Vaagso and Maaloy on the Norwegan coast that felt the wrath of the sur- 
rise stab.

In the last war the struggle was 
carried on by the top class, she stat- 
ed, and the common people fought 
and died, “theirs not to reason 
why,” and after 1918 it was very

Immediate recognition commer- 
cially and diplomatically of the 
Soviet Uinon, and the discontinu- 
ance in Canada of all Vichy diplo- 
matic offices was demanded in an- 
other resolution, ° 4 

The preamble of this resolution 
pointed to the ever-growing bond 
of friendship between the peoples 
of Britain and the U.SS.R, as 
“shown in the warm reception given 
by British labor to delegates of 
Russian workers recently arrived 
in Britain.” The resolution’ con- 
tinued: “This convention deplores 
the failure of the Canadian govern- 
ment to recognize our great ally, 
the Soviet Union, and demands this 
recognition be given commercially 
and diplomatically forthwith, and 
all Vichy diplomatic offices in 
Canada be discontinued forthwith.” 


RELEASE OF ANTI-FASCISTS 

Another resolution called for the 
immediate release of all anti-fascists 
from internment camps and the 
restoration of all political and econ- 
omic rights of citizenship and con- 
fiscated property. 

Keeping these men and women 
in prison and internment camps 
“Gives strong moral assistance 10 
the frenzied and hysterical anti- 
Communist policy of Hitler,” and 
was an insult to “our brave and 
great ally, Russia,” the resolution 
stated. “Interned communists ave 
among the strongest opponents of 
Nazism and would be of service to 
Canada both in the battle line and 
the industrial front,” the resolution 
continued. It asked also that the 
“Defence of Canada regulations be 
rigorously prosecuted against any 
real or potential fifth column Can- 
adian Quislings,” 

In a fourth resolution mine 
owners at Kirkland Lake, Ont., 
were condemned for refusing to 
recognize the right of unions to 
bargain collectively. This refusal 
was termed “Sabotaging of the 
war effort by opposing the demo- 
cratic rights of miners to or- 
ganize.” 

The resvlution's preamble pro- 
tested against the Dominion govern. 
ment’s policy of sending in Dolice 
to Protect “Law-breaking operators 
of any industry who may try to in- 
| timidate the employees,” and re- 
| quested the government to enforce 
|its policies “So that the employers 
may be compelled to recognize the 
privilege of collective bargaining.” 


SUPPORT OF LABOR 


Full support and assistance of the 
C.C.F. to labor unions in their * ght 
|for the establishment of the prin- 
|ciple of collective bargaining was 
called for in the resolution, 

Assistance of the C.C.F. for the 
farmer in his fight for a “parity 
| price” for his products was called 
jfor in a fifth resolution. Produc. 
ers Of agricultural products should 
have adequate representation on 
| boards setting such prices, the reso. 
lution stated.

GARDINER'S STATEMENT 


In regard to the moves .toward 
amalgamation with the U.F.C. dur- 
ing the conventions last week, Mr. 
Gardiner had the following state- 
ment to make: 

The position of the United Farm- 
ers of Alberta with respect to am- 
algamation with the United Farm- 
ers of Canada may be simply stated. 
The convention went on record as 
being in favor of amalgamation, but 
wanted further consideration given 
to the name, The board of directors 
| will be prepared to give early and 
Sympathetic consideration to the 
question 

It must be remembered that there 
is a great difference in the relative 
positions of the two organizations. 
The United Farmers of Canada (Al- 
berta section) have no property and 
are not incorporated, Their conven- 
tion therefore could act speedily, 


The United Farmers of Alberta, 
on the other hand, ate an incor- 
porated body and the Board must 
be governed by the bylaws of the 
association. It has assets involv- 
ing a very considerable amount of 
money, partly owned by the cen- 
tral office and partly by the vari- 
ous locals of the organization. It 
is a very elementary principle of 
law that a corporation cannot dis- 
pose of all of its assets without, 
authority from its members and 
certainly the assets of the locals 
could not be disposed of without 
their knowledge and consent. 

For these reasons it was impos- 
sible for this organization to act 
more definitely than it did at the 
recent convention, It is the inten- 
tion of the board to communicate 
with the locals at once and ascer- 
tain their views, 

MAY SEEK INCORPORATION 

In the meantime there are sug- 
gestions that the United Farm- 
ers of Canada may immedi- 
ately seek incorporation under the 
name “Alberta Farmers’ Uhion” 
which was approved at the joint 
meeting. I would sincerely regret 
if any such action is taken as it 
will undoubtedly make the problem 
of amalgamation much more diffi- 
cult and such action would have 
the appearance of trying to force 
the United Farmers of Alberta into 
hasty action, I assume that amal- 
gamation is sincerely desired and 
in my judgment that can best be 
accomplished by a clear realization 
of the problems involved and by 
careful consideration of future 
steps by both boards.
